Local  Option  Petition 
The  County  Clerk  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  thirteen  peti¬ 
tions  filed  with  him  Oct.  8,  1910, 
seven  from  the  townships  of  Alpena 
Countv  and  six  from  the  wards  of 
the  City  of  Alpena.  Alpena  County, 
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and  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  of  Alpena  County,  and  con¬ 
taining  in  all  thirteen  hundred  and 
four  names,  praying  that  at  the  next 
general  election  for  township  officers 
in  the  several  townships,  villages 
and  cities  in  said  County  of  Alpena, 
the  question  ‘‘Shall  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  liquors  and  the  liquor  traffic 
he  prohibited  within  the  County  ?” 
he  submitted  to  the  qualified  elec¬ 
tors  of  the  County  as  provided  by 
Act  number  Two  Hundred  seven  of 
the  Public  Acts  of  1  889.  Approved 
June  29,  1  889.  as  amended  by  Act 
number  one  hundred  eighty  three  of 
the  Public  Acts  of  1  899,  and  by  Act 
number  one  hundred  seventy  of  the 
Public  Acts  of  1903,  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  it  is  the  will  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  said  county 
that  the  manufacture  of  liquors  and 
the  liquor  traffic  should  he  prohibit¬ 
ed  within  the  limits  of  said  county 
of  Alpena,  Mich.  The  County  Cleric 
stated  that  upon  the  face  of  said  pet¬ 
itions  and  by  reference  to  tlie  re¬ 
turns  and  canvass  of  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Election,  the  submission  of 
said  question  of  prohibition  has 
been  prayed  for  by  not  less  than 
one-third  of  all  the  qualified  electors 
of  said  county.
